And if this were grant- 
ed, England and other countries 
might protest on the ground that 
they could have contracted inde- 
pendently with Cuba for molasses 
at a lower price except for RFC’s 
exclusive-purchase agreement. 

Despite these possible complica- 
tions, the Government official 
said, White House advisors are 
seriously considering decontrol.

On Pay Issue 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—(UP) 
A shigh CIO official Saturday 
night called the AFL’s position on 
the national wage increase ques- 
tion “diabolical” as signs increased 
that the two organizations are 
‘squaring away for an iniensified 
battle for leadership of the labor 
/movement. & 
Citing the AFL’s sharp criticism 
‘of the Nathan report, which held 
that industry could grant a 25 per 
cent wage rise without increasing 
'prices, Allan S. Heywood, CIO Di- 
rector of Organization, said in the 
‘CIO News that “this is the most 
diabolical position ever taken by 
a so-called labor organization.” 


“They are breaking their necks 
to be self-respectable in the hope 
that industrialists will benevolent- 
ly smile upon them,” he said. 
“They clothe themselves in the re- 
'spectability of having no strikes, 
but they fail to mention the min- 
ers’ strikes and many other strikes 
that have taken place among AFL 
groups. 

“What is really hurting them 
is that the CIO is leading the way 
and the workers of the nation 
know it, and will not be deceived 
by the kind of anti-unionism that 
the AFL, through its mouthpieces, 
is proclaiming.” 

The CIO’s ire was aroused by 
recent AFL policy. statements de- 
nouncing the CIO’s wage drive, its 
Nathan report, its portal to portal 
back pay suits, and its alleged 
Communistic affiliations. 

The AFL’s position was restated 
Sunday night by a top-bracket of- 
ficial who said the AFL will con- 
tinue an unrelenting war against 
the CIO until the rival organiza- 
tion’s unions return to the AFL 
fold. Developments in this con- 
nection are expected at the AFL 

ecutive council meeting opening 
Wednesday in Miami. 

The council will “consider” CIO

To Reduce Our Congressional Representation? 


One generally overlooked aspect of a 
White Primary, up for debate in the Geor- 
gia House of Representatives today, is 
cited by The Chicago Tribune, one of the 
bellwethers of thé Republican Party. 


In a lead editorial, “Georgia Also Has 
Ten Congressmen,” The Tribune, presum- 
ing passage of the bill a certainty inas- 
much as both gubernatorial claimants 
have indorsed it, declares: 


“It remains to be seen what the Re- 
publican majority in Congress will do 
about it. There is much that can be done 
under the provision of the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution, adopted shortly after the Civil War. 


“The Fourteenth Amendment says that 
the Negroes of Georgia are citizens and as 
such dre entitled to all the privileges of 
citizens. It goes on to say that when quali- 
fied citizens of a State have been deprived 
of the right to vote for National or State 
officers, the representation in Congress of — 
the State in question shall be reduced in 
proportion to the number so disqualified. 
If this provision were carried out Georgia 
would be entitled not to 10 members of 
the House, as at present, but to six or 
seven, because the Negro population of the 
State is some 34 percent of the total. Geor- 
gia’s influence in Presidential elections 
would be correspondingly reduced, as she 
is entitled to one elector for each Senator 
and Representative in Congress. 


“The point can be made, of course, that 
ail this applies nqt to primaries but to 
elections. The courts have been disposed 
to say that this is a distinction without a 
difference, particularly where the direct 


lation. 


primary is in force. In fact, of course, the 
Democratic primaries in the solid South 
are, for all practical purposes, the elec- 
tions; the winner in the primary is, with 
the fewest exceptions, the ultimate winner. 

“To leave no doubt on the matter, there 
is the Fifteenth Amendment, which says: 
‘The right of the citizens of the United 
States to vote shall 
abridged by the United States or by any 
State on account of race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude, and then goes on to 
say that Congress shall have power to en- 
force this provision by appropriate legis-

“The Constitution thus forbids Georgia 
to discriminate against Negro voters and 
provides that if Georgia does so her rep- 
resentation shall be reduced accordingly. 
There is nothing unreasonable or unfair 
about this provision. 
the Negroes who are prevented from vot- 
ing have no representation and-there can 
be no point in apportioning Representa- 
tives as if they had. Moreover, the denial 
of the ballot to Negroes often results in 
sending Congressmen to Washington who 
act against the interests of the Negroes. 
As it stands, the apportionment actually 
encourages this kind of misrepresentation 
of the Negro population. 

“It is surely the right of the Republican 
majority in Congress to correct this in- 
justice in the manner provided in the Con- 
stitution itself.. 
State withholds the franchise for reason 
of color, Georgia can be made to pay the 
price in a reduction of her strength in Con- 
gress and the electoral college.. The choice _ 
will then be hers to make.”

Recently the National Foundation made a grant of almost $150,000 
for a polio clinic at Emory Hospital. There is also a polio unit 
at Grady Hospital. 


All the world knows the late President Frank- 
The Founder lin D. Roosevelt was founder of this great organ- 
ization which is heading the long and patient fight to conquer the 
disease which crippled him. 

President Roosévelt overcame his physical handicap in a manner 
which provides inspiration for every victim. Yet all the world 
knows he was physically a polio cripple from young manhood. 
It was from his deep sympathy for other victims, his desire to see 
the mysterious sickness conquered, that he founded the organization. 
In his lifetime, contributors sent hundreds of thousands of dimes 
mail to the White House each year. Eddie Cantor first sug- 
gested this annual “March of Dimes.” 

Roosevelt has gone. No more can we mail our dimes to the 
White House. But the March of Dimes must and will continue until 
medical research and science win the final victory over infantile 
paralysis, or polio. 

If it were possible to i eamatcinte today with the living spirit 
of our late President, there can be no doubt he would say he would 
much prefer that his memory be perpetuated in the continuance 
of this fight against polio, than by memory of any other accom- 
plishment of his life on earth.

Clear in Constitution ~ 


WASHINGTON—tThe framers of Georgia's 
new Constitution could have saved the State 
all of the turmoil that has come from the Gover- 

norship wrangle, had they but used the language of the Twentieth 
Amendment to the Federal organic law with slight variation. 

The Twentieth, or so-called Lame Duck, Amendment of the Fed- 
eral Constitution fixes the terms and conditions of the election of 
our Presidents and Vice Presidents, together with the right of suc- 
cession. 

It is so written as to leave no room for question as to who the 
President would be, if a President-Elect died before assuming office 
and a Vice President-Elect survived him. 

Moreover, it provides for a contingency whereby both the Presi- 
dent-Elect and the Vice President-Elect might fail fo qualify by 
the time named for them to take office. 


: The provision which the framers of the Georgia 
Very Simple Constitution might well have adopted to avoid 
the present confusion over the Governorship is very simple. It 
reads: “If, at the time,fixed for the beginning of the term of the 
President, the Presid -Elect shall have died, the Vice President- 
Elect shall become President.” 

Thus it can be seen where the substitution of the words Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor for President-Elect and Vice Presi- 
dent-Elect would have simplified the matter in Georgia. 

The amendment then goes on to provide that Congress shall 
act in any case where neither the President-Elect nor the Vice 
President-Elect shall have qualified at the time fixed for the begin- 
ning of his term, declaring who shall act as President and the 
manner in which one shall be elected. 

According to the experts, this offers safeguards against the 
Atlanta fracas being duplicated in the Federal Government. 

There are, however, certain flaws in the Federal procedure 
which might conceivably lead to confusion in determining who 
should serve as President. 

It has been pointed out, for example, that a critical situation 
might arise if a President elected by popular majority in* November 
died before the Electoral College met to complete the constitutional 
process of election. 

A question has been raised as to whether members of the Elec- 
toral College would be bound to cast their votes for the dead 
President-Elect, whether they could vote for the Vice President- 
Elect, or name some outside man. All State laws are not in agree- 
ment as to the obligations of such electors. 


Remote While it is only a remote possibility that a condition 

of the kind would ever occur, sevéral legislative pro- 
posals on the subject have been offered. Rep. Monroney, o 
crat, of Oklahoma, is seeking to create a special commission to 
study the whole question. He sees where the Georgia situation 
commands that attention be given the problem. 

The late Sen. George W. Norris, of Nebraska, was the father 
of the Lame Duck Amendment. He put it through primarily as 
a means of preventing a defeated Congress from legislating after 
the people had rejected it at the polls. 

In addition to prescribing the manner and method of electing 
the President, it abolished the old short, or hold-over, sessions of 
Congress, and provided for: the inauguration of the President and 
Vice President on Jan. 20, instead of March 4, as had been the case 


previously. 


Define The line of presidential succession is so well defined 

that even in the case of the death of both the Presi- 
dent and Vice President there could be no doubt as to who would 
fucceed to executive control. An act of Congress provides that the 
Secretary of State is next in line, and following him the 
retary of the Treasury and other cabinet members, all listed ae- 
cording to rank. 

At the last session President Truman sought to have the act 
changed to make the Speaker of the House next in line instead 
of the Secretary of State-“Fre Lower House readily passed a bill 
to this end, but the Senate refused to take action. 

It will remain this way until and unless Congress at some 
future date changes the line of succession.

tion is unworthy of the office he holds and I, 
for one, shall never sway from my position be- 
cause of the demands of a mob influenced by 
propaganda that was in whole or in part utterly 
false and without foundation. 


ET US SEE what Mr. Arnall thought on 

Tuesday night at 9:00 o’clock when the race 
was between Mr. Carmichael and Mr. Bowers 
and it appeared that Mr. Talmadge would run 
third. At about 9:00 that night rumors flew 
thick and fast that Jimmie Carmichael was on 
the way to the Capitol to state that he would 
accept the Governorship of Georgia. Having 
been a Carmichael man and being deeply inter- 
ested in his candidacy, I went to the office of 
the Secretary of State, the Honorable Ben Fort- 
son, and requested permission to call Mr. Car- 
michael at Marietta over his telephone. While 
in the office, another member of the House came 
to the door and I told him what I was doing 
and he told me then to go to the Governor’s of- 
fice; that Ellis had some direct information on 
the matter. Following his instructions I went to 
Governor Arnall’s office in the company of the 
Honorable John J. Flynt, Jr., Spalding County, 
and, after cordial greetings, the Governor stated 
to us, in the presence of several others, and I 
quote: “Jimmy Carmichael is coming here to in- 
sist upon his constitutional right to be elected 
Governor by the Legislature. We are reversing 
our position and we are going to elect him and I 
will surrender the office of Governor to him.” 
At that time I stated to the Governor that it 
would give me great pleasure to cast my vote 
for Jimmie Carmichael and, because I believed 
in the right of the Legislature to elect, | was 
happy to know that the Governor had reversed 
his position and that I was going to have an op- 
portunity to vote for Mr. Carmichael. rye 
Arnall continued, addressing himself to Col. Col- 
lins, and I quote: “Colonel, you have heard the 
story of Haman who built the gallows upon 
which to hang Mordecai and was then hanged in 
his own noose?” The Colonel replied affirmative- 
ly and the Governor continued: “That is just ex- 
actly what this Talmadge crowd has done. They 
will now have to vote with us to elect him Gov- 
ernor and if they are stupid enough to elect Bow- 
ers, I think I will surrender the office to him.” 


Now, I take the position, and I think it a fair 
one, that if Mr. Arnall was willing to sacrifice 
the principles for which he had told us he stood, 
in order to be allowed to name his successor as 
Governor, that he, in all fairness, should have 
surrendered the office to the person named by 
the General Assembly and that, becaufse of the 
fact that he reversed his position again within 
six hours, that Ellis Arnall is responsible for the 
chaos into which our State Government was 
thrown. 


I do not. believe that the newspapers would 
have raised the hue and cry that we have heard 
had Jimmie Carmichael been named under the 
Same circumstances and I readily admit that I 
was one who would have voted for him had his 
name been presented. I know not the reason it 
was decided at the last moment not to have Mr. 
Carmichael nominated, but I do feel that Gov- 
ernor Arnall is guilty of deceiving the public by 
his stand and I think everyone knows that what 
I have stated is the honest truth.

would have received a much larger majority. 
However, it is my considered opinion that all the 
members tried, to the best of their ability, to de- 
termine what the law actually was and voted in 
support of their conception of that law. There 
are many eminent lawyers on each side of this 
issue and I do not question the integrity or the 
motives of any of them. Any man who reached 
a conclusion on the law, based on his honest opin- 
ion, should not be criticized or subjected to at- 
tempted mob rule because he carried out that 
conviction. 


Much has been said about Hitler and the 
Storm Troopers, but it was my observation that 
after Adolf Hitler got control of the Press in 
Germany he had very little trouble controlling 
the people. Yes, it is true that Hitler ruled more 
effectively by the use of the Press than he did 
by the use of the Storm Troopers. I sincerely 
hope that our Press in Georgia will assume a 
new attitude and will go back to the old days 
of editorializing on the editorial pages and not 
in the news columns. 


I think that the solution to all of our prob- 
lems is an election by the people at the earliest 
possible moment. That has been my stand from 
the beginning and is my stand now. I believe 
that Mr. Talmadge’s proposition is a fair one and 
anyone who refuses it can only be classed as a 
wilful politician. Prior to the election by the 
Legislature, myself and other veterans made 
every effort possible to get Mr. Thompson to 
make a public statement that he would be will- 
ing to abide by the results of a special election 
and this Mr. Thompson steadfastly refused to do. 
Some newspapers took the position that it was 
an absurd proposal, but I think that by now every 
citizen of Georgia realizes that it was the most 
logical solution to the entire problem. That our 
Constitution is faulty in that we were forced to 
elect a Governor under an antiquated law is not 
my fault or the fault of Mr. Talmadge, because 
at the time this Constitution was passed Herman 
Talmadge and I were both engaged in the Battle 
of Okinawa and the entire responsibility lies 
upon former Governor Arnall and the twenty- 
three hand-picked men whom he designated to 
draw the Constitution, and the people of Georgia 
who ratified it, in most instances without read- 
ing it, relying upon former Governor Arnall and 
the men who drew it. If any one of them had 
taken time to read the Twentieth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, ratified 
in 1933, I am sure that the situation would not 
have arisen. 


It is indeed unfortunate that some people of 
the Press who hold a public trust in reporting 
news according to the actual facts have, in most 
instances, changed words in reciting the para- 
graph of the Constitution upon which this mat- 
ter was decided and thereby misled the public 
on the intended meaning of that section. 


In conclusion let me say that as a practical 
man, I regret that my duty forbade me doing 
that which was popular in my own county, but 
as a Georgian whose forefathers arrived in Lib- 
erty County two hundred and fourteen years ago, 
I felt that my fidelity to the laws of my State 
and my adherence to the principles of my fore- 
bears required that I comply with the law as I 
saw it and let the chips fall where they may.

\" HERE the waters bubbled warm out of the rich 
Georgia earth, the Indians brought their frailest to bathe 
and grow strong. 

After them, the white men—in carriages drawn by 
high-stepping horses—came to refresh themselves in the 
genial waters of the springs, enjoy the hospitality of 
gracious Meriwether Inn. 

But the years brought carriages with metal hearts, and 
‘soon Georgia’s holiday makers were speeding in their 
automobiles to the shore, to higher mountains. Warm 
Springs, Georgia, became a quiet spot on the road map. 
Only youngsters from nearby villages splashed in the 
warm waters. 

To the door of Meriwether Inn, in the autumn of 
1924, came a visitor from far away. He walked haltingly 
on weakened legs, but his chin was uptilted, his blue 
eyes seeking—seeking to find magic in the soothing waters. 
And, as he moved his crippled body in the warm waters, 
there was magic. He put it there—for himself—for thou- 
sands who came after him—for tens of thousands who 
never came at all. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt found in Warm Springs the sym- 
bol of his own fight against infantile paralysis, and trans 
formed it into the American people’s fight against a 
dreadful disease. Today, 140,000,000 people are banded 
together to try to repair the damaged bodies of victims 
of infantile paralysis and to find a way to prevent future 
crippling from this disease. The movement was born in 
Warm Springs, Georgia. 

Because the man who later became 31st President of 
the United States saw a vision of hope for infantile paralysis 
victims at Warm Springs, the American people danced 
at Birthday Balls in his honor from 1934 to 1937—to 
make the Georgia Warm Springs Foundation grow. Then, 
in 1938, what had begun in Georgia was shared with the 
nation: The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
which now has more than 2,700 Chapters in all forty- 
eight states, was formed. 

The fight against infantile paralysis today is a memorial 
to the man who, in April, 1945, returned to Warm Springs, 
Georgia, to die. Here, where the Little White House has 
become a national shrine, is the symbol of a vast move- 
ment that today, through the March of Dimes, is carrying 
on to wipe infantile paralysis from the face of the earth. 

Because there was a Georgia, because an infantile par- 
alysis patient swam in her warm waters, because the Ameri- 
can people share his vision even after he is gone—the fight 
against infantile paralysis WILL be won!

Autopsy 
On Capone 
Is Refused 


MIAMI BEACH, Jan. 26—(UP) 
Al Capone’s body lay in state Sun- 
day night—but only for the view 
of his immediate family—and the 
gangland czar’s relatives refused 
to permit an autopsy while they 
planned simple funeral services 
in Miami. 

Dr. Kenneth Phillips, who at- 
tended Capone in his last years, 
said Sunday that he had request- 
ed permission for an autopsy, es- 
pecially of the brain, “for the 
benefit of science and its possible 
benefit to future medical history.” 

“The family, however, objected 
to this procedure,” Phillips said. 

He said it has been. definitely 
decided that services will be held 
in Miami. The actual date, time 
and place had not yet been fixed, 
Phillips said, and the family had 
told him that further details must 
come from them. 

This was an indication that 
services would not be announced 
outside the small circle of friends 
who remained in contact with the 
one-time notorious lord of the Chi- 
cago underworld.

Al Capone, once-wealthy under- 
world leader during the prohibi- 
tion era, died broke in a Miami 
Beach, Fia., palatial home that 
was heavily mortgaged, his attor- 
ney, Abraham Teitelbaum, said 
Sunday. 

“As far as I know, Capone didn’t 
leave any money or any will,”

broke and I’m sure it is untrue 
that he was fabulously wealthy.”

Too Early To Tell 
If Germans Like

BERLIN, Jan. 26—(4)—Lt. Gen.
